processing, wherein said relay server comprises a redirecting section which, receives from said 
user terminal procedure requesting information to prompt said shop to take said payment 
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procedure, and transfers said procedure requesting information to said shop several and which 
receives said payment information from said shop server and transfers said payment information 
to said wallet server.
